If Tom and John Powers and 
Tom 
Sisson 
fugitives 
wanted 
for the murder of Sheriff Mc 
Bride and Deputies Kempton and 
Wootan 
had not been given help 
bv friends in the mountains and 
by men 
who gladly shelter out¬ 
laws and are strongly opposed to 
the draft law they would be in 
custody today says the Douglas 
International 
This is the opinion of Sheriff 
Harry 
Wheeler 
who has been 
leading a posse of men in pursuit 
of the fugitives since the day ot 
the murder 
The sheriff was in 
Douglas 
Tuesday morning with 
his posse and explained whjr the 
posses 
of between 
300 and 400 
men 
for the most part 
unor- 
ganized

and scattered 
and four 
troops of cavalry have been un- 
able

to capture the trio 
It looks as if providence has 
favored the brothers 
and their 
companion from the very start 
Every timethe posse would get 
close on the trail something un
